ITALY'S dismal predicament and 
1 ¡ts far-reaching 
moral 
effect 
a-e likelv to 
make the way

The way things now are develop- 
ing ‘it wouldn’t b e surprising to see 
the Nazi chief attempt the major 
opt ration of 
making a sweeping 
» .uidrawul on ail 
fronts 
to re- 
ftncted b oundaries which he would 
‘try to defend against the Allies— 
come one. come all. Strengthened 
by thLs consolidation he would b at- 
tie for a stalem ate, hoping not only 
to save the Reich b ut salvage some 
of his ill-got gains. 
The length of time which must 
elapse b efore the all highest un­ 
dertakes such a last-stand move ob - 
wously depends 
on how hard the 
Allies are ab le to push him. That 
m turn hinges 
on the speed with 
which the Anglo-American b rother­ 
hood is ab le to clean up the Ital­ 
ian situation and strike elsewhere. 
In yesterday’s column I pointed 
out the great 
threat which would 
b i created to the present German 
b attle-line in Russia if the west­ 
ern Allies should follow the Italian 
collapse with an invasion of the 
Balkans. A successful drive up the 
Balkan peninsula would force the 
Nazis to undertake 
the 
terrib ly 
dangerous feat of pulling b ack their 
entire front, assuming that Soviet 
pressure was maintained. 
It’s most unlikely that this could 
b e achieved without correspond­ 
ing withdrawals in western Europe. 
Hitler's position would b e so pre­ 
carious on the eastern front during 
tils retreat that he wouldn’t dare 
leave his forces scattered through­ 
out the occupied areas of the west. 
Moreover, we are reminded of an­ 
other circumstance b y British Prime 
Minister Churchill who yesterday 
fold a cheering house of commons: 
"The spirit of revolt rises higher 
in all sub jugated lands.' German 
rule is maintained from the north 
cape of Norway to the island of 
Crete only b y hideous and ruthless 
cruelty, reprisals and massacres.”

HE Greeks, the Yugoslavs, the 
Czechoslovakians, 
the 
Poles, 
the 
French, 
the 
Belgians, 
the 
Dutch, the 
Norwegians—all these 
tortured folk are merely waiting for 
the signal to throw themselves on 
their oppressors. Indeed, Yugoslav 
guerrilla forces 
never have ceased 
to wage b itter war on the invaders, 
and the ferocity of these attacks 
las increased with the weakening 
ol Italy. 
The idea of Hitler withdrawing 
to a restricted area for final de­ 
b ase isn't new.

President Prepares First 
War Report In Six Months

WASHINGTON, 
July 
28. — 
Against a b ackdrop of Allied might 
pounding forward 
on 
all

fronts and the political demise of 
Benito Mussolini, President Roose­ 
velt drafted today his first war 
report to the American people in 
five and a half months. 
The President will b roadcast for 
half an hour on all networks to­ 
night at 0:30, Eastern War time, 
and the White House lab eled the 
address cf “major importance.” 
Mr. Roosevelt told his press radio 
conference he would talk on the 
war, and he made it plain he con­ 
sidered war activities at home and

The words of caution appeared 
in order from the chief executive 
on what has b een happening here 
to wages, prices; manpower, inter­ 
nal disputes In the government, 
as well as on an admitted possib il­ 
ity that war production goals for 
1943 may not b e attained. 
Not since Feb . 12. when b e spoke 
at a 'dinner, of the White House 
Correspondents' association, has the 
chief executive presented a compre­ 
hensive review of the war to his 
countrymen. Allied armies then 
still were 
trying to exterminate 
enemy resistance in Tunisia, and 
the President promised that the 
consequences of victory there would 
b e “actual invasions of the con­ 
tin en t of Europe.” 
War Policy Unchanged 
Ob liquely, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt indi­ 
cted there would b e no receding 
.rom the Allied policy of uncondi­ 
tional surrender, declaring Secre­ 
tary cf State Hull already had cov­ 
ered the matter in saying he had 
een no intimations and expected 
none from the White House or war 
department that the policy would 
b e altered. 
Mr. Roosevelt tcld his conference 
that neitht 
the White House nor 
the state department had author­ 
ized a b roadcast b y the Office of 
War Information which referred 
to Vittorio Emanuele of Italy as 
•the morcnic little king," and his 
disapproval was palpab le. 
In New York, Samuel Grafton, 
columnist for the New York Post, 
whom the OWI 
quoted 
in the 
b roadcast, 
issued 
the 
following 
statement after hearing 
of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s disapproval: 
“The phrase moronic little king' 
seems to me a rather temperate ref­ 
erence to the head of a state which 
has declared war on my country, 
b ut in view of the ominous indi­ 
cations that England and America 
may accept the Badoglio govern­ 
ment, I can only say that peihaps 
the moronic little king is smarter 
than I thought." 
There was some thought that the 
chief executive might have b een 
providing a b it of a preview to a 
section of his address when he 
stressed to reporters the b readth of 
the war effort. 
He said an attack on Sicily, for 
example, really b egan on farms and 
in the mines in America and went 
through succeeding steps, where 
foods and raw materials were pro­ 
cessed and 
transported 
in this 
country and across the ocean.

NORTH AFRICA, July 28.—Ameri­ 
can troops of the Seventh army, 
sweeping eastward toward the tip 
of Sicily, have captured Cefalu, 9 0 
miles west of Messina strait, and

prepared German defenses at San 
stelano, it was announced at Aided 
headquarters today. 
The Americans are slashing for­ 
ward on a deep front along the 
north coast, ana have also captured 
Aliinena, 25 miles southeast of Ce­ 
falu, and four other towns b ehind 
a line from Cefalu to Alimena. 
The other tour are Petralia, nine 
miles north of Alimena; CoJfcsano. 
nine miles southwest 
of 
Rifalu; 
Calteveturo, 17 miles southwest of 
Cefalu; and Polizzia, just forward 
of Calteveturo. 
The b attle of the b ridgehead had 
reached the 
"slugging stage” 
as 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s head­

announced 
that Canadian troops in the center 
of the front also had made prog­ 
ress in hard fighting against b it­ 
ter opposition. 
British Stopped Cold 
The British Eighth army still 
was stopped dead b efore Catania 
in the eastern sector for the 13th 
successive day—longer than it was 
stopped either at Ei Alamein in 
Egypt when it took up the offen­ 
sive, or at the Mareth line in Tuni­ 
sia. 
Front dispatches said the Ger­ 
mans were completely in charge of 
the strong Etna line running from

Mob s swept through the streets, despite a state of siege proclaimed 
b y the military authorities, shouting “Lib erty,” and “We want peace,” 
the reports said.

The situation was describ ed as extremely grave. 
All workers were reported to have left their Job s. 
Earlier the Corriere Della Sera of Milan had reported islands of 
Fascist resistance were holding out against Italian troops at Milan and 
indicated that uncertainty over the new government’s course b etween 
peace and war were producing restlessness among the people. 
The Rome radio, In frequent Interruptions of musical 
programs, 
warned the people against “sensational" rumors circulated b y Irrespon­ 
sib le persons. 
Tulllo Giordana, new director of the Cassette Del Popolo at Turin, 
was quoted in dispatches as urging patience upon the people advising 
them that it was not possib le to make peace in two days.

The circumstances under which 
the meeting was held were In them­ 
selves sufficient to arouse intense 
interest. 
The fact the Turkish 
minister 
agreed to see Ouarlglia at Istanb ul 
Instead of the foreign 
office 
In 
Ankara Indicated the importance 
of the conference. Turkey, as a 
neutral power maintaining close 
diplomatic relations with b oth the 
United States and Great Britain, 
is a logical choice as the medium 
for possib le Italian peace over­ 
tures. 
Luke-Warm Fascist 
Guarlglla was appointed to the 
Turkish post three months ago and 
at the time It was understood that 
he was not the Italians' first choice 
for the Job . Rome, It was under­ 
stood wanted to appoint an amb as­ 
sador with pro-AUied leanings, b ut 
the suggestion apparently was ve­ 
toed b y Berlin, Italy’s Axis partner.

Even if he is trap p ed 
in a shell hole he can be under 
self-treatm ent while waiting for the 
medical corp s. 
The loss of life from surgical 
shock is now cut down enormously 
by the use of blood p lasma, which 
you, my readers, are furnishing to 
your local Red Cross station.

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All Teeth Do No t Gro w 
At Same Rate, Is Finding

CHICAGO, July 28 — Evidence 
that teeth are like b ab ies, each one 
different, and that this may b e 
worth rememb ering tn dental oare. 
is coming to light in studies at 
the University a t Illinois college of 
dentistry. 
The Illinois findings show that 
there are different types of teeth 
that go with different types of peo­ 
ple. 
Not only that, b ut there are 
different) types in the same mouth. 
These findings explain why prom­ 
ising discoveries ab out preventing 
tooth decay have failed for so many 
people. 
The studies are directed b y Dr. 
Veikko Hurme, assistant professor 
of operative dentistry. He is a na­ 
tive of Finland, reared in New Eng­ 
land. 
Tooth decay In most persons ap­ 
pears In 
rather 
fixed 
patterns. 
Hardly anyone escapes cavities in 
the first molars, which are usually 
the first permanent teeth. 
Upper 
front teeth decay more frequently 
than lower front. The lower front 
teeth, or incisors, usually are least 
sub ject to decay of all teeth. 
Acid Germs Cause Dsmage 
The one widely-accepted cause of 
decay, namely 
the 
acid-making 
germs in the mouth can not explain 
these patterns. 
The acid germs 
are oiaimed to cause 
decay 
b y 
working in pits and 
crevices 
of 
teeth. 
Why, Dr. Hurme asked, should 
the germs sit most often in the 
crevices of first molars? Why should 
they choose relatively smooth-sur­ 
faced upper teeth In preference to 
lower front, which are ab out equal­ 
ly smooth surfaced? 
He started his study with the 
origin of teeth, and the idea that 
it would b e surprising if they all 
grew alike. He found What seems 
to b e a new fadt: 
T hat all teeth 
do not grow at the same rate. 
The differences in growth rates 
are quite large, a m atter of many 
months slower for some teeth than 
for 
others. 
And 
these varying 
growth rates appear to fit the pe­ 
culiar patters of dental deeay. 
It appears the decay Is greatest 
in the teeth which grow fastest. 
The first molars are the Yoktedt- 
growing of all, and most frequent 
for cavities. The upper front teeth 
grow faster than the lower 
front 
incisors. 
The lower incisors 
arc 
the slowest growing of all human 
teeth and throughout life they are 
the most durab le. 
There Is a b iological principle 
that fast-gtowing tissues are more 
liab le to damage than slow-growing 
tissues. 
This appears to apply to 
human teeth. There is visib le evi­ 
dence in human teeth to support 
this idea.

less frequently on the slow-grow­ 
ing teeth. They seem to b e defects 
In the enamel. They do not always 
result in decay. Up to the present 
no one has paid much attention to 
them. 
If other scientists confirm the 
Illinois findings ab out fast-grow­ 
ing teeth, there will b e a b etter 
b asis for applying the science of 
nutrition 
to 
b uilding 
sounder 
teeth. 
Dr. Hurme thinks there are struc­ 
tural differences b etween sets 
of 
teeth just as there are differences 
in b ody b uild, chemistry and nu­ 
tritional needs. 
If the different 
types of teeth 
can b e 
identified, 
dentists will b e ab le to handle the 
amount of grinding and the char­ 
acter of b ridge work 
differently 
for one type than for another. 
The Illinois studies suggest that 
'there will b e fewer toothaches when 
each tooth can b e treated on the 
b asis that, like a man, it has its 
own Individual peculiarities. Den­ 
tists will b e not cmly tooth carpen­ 
ters, b ut diagnosticians.
